obtaining the service here.

Miss Elise de la Fontaine, di 
rector, explained what the 
Family Service is and how it 
works. Briefly, it offers sound 
counseling and lielp for people 
wlio have persosral and family 
problems encountered in every¬ 
day living. 

The agency has a staff of 
liiglily trained caseworkers who 
give direct, confidential service 
to individuals and families. 

In Pasadena the B’amily Ser¬ 
vice receives most of its finan¬ 
cial support from the Commu- 
ity Chest. In Sierra Madre it 
probably would be underwritten 
by the Kiwanis sponsored Com¬ 
munity Fund. 

People receiving the service 
pay what they can, and the 
rest comes out of the fund. 

Miss de la Fontaine indicated 
that the fee here probably 
would be $6 per hour of coun¬ 
seling. 

Mrs. Daniel L. D’Arcy, presi¬ 
dent of the Coordinating Coun¬ 
cil, urged all Sierra Madre or¬ 
ganizations, whether represent¬ 
ed at the meeting Tuesday or 
not, to submit expressions on 
the desirability of having the 
service available to Sierra 
Madreans.

A special situation arises in a community property state, 
such as California. In many instances a husband and wife 
operate a business together, and the business has been estab¬ 
lished by the use of community property funds. Only one of 
them may be covered by this new social security provision. The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue 
rules that in such a case, even 
though all the Income from the 
trade or business is community 
income, all the gross income 
and deductions shall be treated 
as the gross income and de¬ 
ductions of the husband, for 
social security purposes, unless 
the wife exercises substantially 
all of the management and 
control of the business, in 
which case all the community 
income is to be considered as' 
income of the* wife. This rule 
means that only one of the 
spouses can be covered, and 
the one to be covered is the 
one who exercises substantial¬ 
ly all the management and 
control of the trade or busine.ss. 

It does not, however, preclude 
the filing of joint income fax 
returns. 

Many persons who have 
small business enterprises are 
also employed by others, and 
social security is deducted from 
their pay envelopes by their 
employers. In such cases, since 
only $3,600.00 is subject to so¬ 
cial security tax, whether from 
wages or salary, or from self 
employment, if wages or salary 
subject to social security 
amounts to $3,600.00 or more, 
no part of the earnings from 
a trade or business is subject 
to the new tax; and, if salary 
or wages amounts to less than 
$3,600.00, only that part of the 
self-employment income neces¬ 
sary to raise the total to $3,- 
600.00 is subject to the new tax. 

Each person who js subject 
to this new tax is required to 
have a social security account 
number, so that his payments 
may be properly credited to 
him. Those who are also em¬ 
ployed and who are now using 
an account number, and those 
who at any time in the past 
have been employed and used 
an account number, may use 
the same number heretofore as¬ 
signed to them. Those who 
have never had an account 
number should immediately 
make application to the Social 
Security Administration for 
such a number, because it 
must be indicated on the in¬ 
come tax return. Under no cir¬ 
cumstances should the self-em¬ 
ployed person use his identifi¬ 
cation number as his account 
number; and under no circum¬ 
stances should he include his 
own name with the names of 
his employees from whom he 
deducts social security pay¬ 
ments. 

Persons wno desire more de¬ 
tailed information regarding 
the application and operation 
of the self-employment social 
security provision and the fil¬ 
ing of their returns may secure 
it at the Pasadena office of the 
Collector of Internal Revenue.

Wearing paper lapel sailboats 
bearing the words, “Stay on 
the Leeside,” Sierra Madreans 
honored the man who has writ¬ 
ten best-selling books and 
plays, and who has been a 
prominent newspaper columnist 
and Sierra Madrean for a quar¬ 
ter of a century. 

Gene Byram, popular bari¬ 
tone of screen and radio, sang 
.several numbers, accompanied 
by Jack Stern, arranger for 
Capital Recordings. His first 
number, “Oh, What a Beauti¬ 
ful Evening,” was a parody on 
the Rogers-Hammerstein fa¬ 
vorite and made mention of 
Mr. Shippey’s candidacy for U. 
S. Congress. 

Mayor William A. Kinney 
introduced Mr. Shippey, al¬ 
though he conceded that no in¬ 
troduction was really neces¬ 
sary.

JOHN E. GATES 
RETURNS FROM 
KOREA DUTY 

John E. Gates, hospital corps- 
man third class, USN, recently 
returned to the United States 
as a crew member of the hos¬ 
pital ship, USS Repose, known 
as the “Angel of the Orient,” 
for its treatment of 11,000 sol¬ 
diers with only 33 deaths. 

Gates is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. R. A. Gates, 145 Lowell. 

The Repose, a 15,000-ton 
floating hospital with 800 beds, 
has spent the past 16 months 
in Korean waters within easy 
reach of battlefield casualties. 

In one action near Chinnam- 
po, Korea, the Repose inched 
its way through 30 miles of 
dangerously shallow channel 
in order to evacuate 750 wound¬ 
ed United Nations soldiers be¬ 
fore they were trapped in a 
gigantic Communist offensive. 
This made it necessary for the 
crew to work around the clock 
for 60 hours in one of the great 
rescue operations of the war.

To date, as far as we have been able to determine, this 
committee has done absolutely nothing. At least if the group 
has done something, it is keeping doggone quiet about it. 

But we suspect that our former premise is the correct one. 

The nebulous executive committee which was to spearhead 
future “pioneer days” or other civic celebrations included the 
Lions Club, the Kiwanis Club and Sierra Madre Businessmen’s 
Association. 

Spring is virtually here, and summer is not far off. If we 
are to have any kind of a celebration this year, isn’t it high 
time the committee did a little “steering”? We think it is. 


Contending that it is “uncon¬ 
stitutional,” Larry Shepherd, 

VFW Post commander, last 
week called for a “re-investiga¬ 
tion” of the city’s overnight 
parking ordinance amendment. 

His letter, although received 
several weeks ago, was read at 
last Tuesday’s meeting of the 
City Council. 

Mr. Shepherd declared that 
the recent amendment, in ef¬ 
fect, means the city is charg¬ 
ing a $6 rental for parking 
space on the streets. 

He said that the investiga¬ 
tion fee ($6) “adds hardship” 
to what already are hardship 
cases—people who have no off- 
street parking facilities and 
seek special permits to leave 
cars parked on the streets over¬ 
night. 

The investigation fee, Mr. 

Shepherd pointed out, is forfeit¬ 
ed whether the permit is grant¬ 
ed or not. If police officers find 
off-street facilities within 600 SHERIFF LAUDS 
feet of a person’s residence— From page one— 
regardless of cost—the perpiit 
is denied, he said.
